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por? OP TUX RECONSTRUC- 

TION cCOnMITT . 

‘Tho final report of the Reconstruction Committeo, 
which was on tho Sth submitted to the Sonate by Mr. 
Feazonden, and which we print this morning 
in ‘full, will command tho undivided attontion of 
thoconntry, Tho great question of tho present year 
is Reconstruction. ‘Lo seoure Reconstruction on the 
bosia of jostico and freedom is the task which the 
party (hat couquered in tho campnigns of 1860 aod 
1864 has now to perform. The report of tho Recon- 
struction Committes is the complote, and, wo may 
say, tho official declaration of the principles which 
tho Republican party is bound to carry through, aud 
in tho advocacy of whjeh, wo fecl confident, tho wholo 
party will soon be a unit. 

‘The roport bagins with adverting briefly to tho course 
tho Committee fonad it necessary to adopt, They 
had been directed by a resolution of Congress to in- 
quireinto the condition of the Confederate States, and 
report whetber they wero entitled to representation in 
Congress, The former of these points admitted of no 
disputo. ‘The South was in a state of utter exhaustion. 
Congress baviug failed to provide for the contingency, 
tho duty of tho President was obvious, He bad no 
power xcept to execute the laws of the land and to 
establish, a3 far as be could, a system of goverment. 
All his acts were those of a military commander, but 
no anthority was given him by the law over tho sub- 
ject of reconstruction. 

On the meeting of Congress in Decembor, tho Prosi- 
dont officially nounced the organization of local 
Governments, and urged tho readmission of the late 
Rebel States. With regard to this recommendation, 
Congress must citber huyo acted blindly upon the 
opinion of tho President, or proceed to collect for itself 
the necessary infurmation. Tao latter course was 
chosen, Its first duty wos to call upon the President 
for tho information in his p ion a8 to what hod 
boen done. ‘The information, which was not commaui- 
cated until six weeks after the Committeo had been in 
actual sossion, appenrad to the Republican members ol 
the Committeo incomplete and unsatisfactory. Under 
theso ciroumstances, it appeared that but ono course 
remained, viz, to investigate thoroughly and 
carefully. the atate of fecling among tho peoplo 
of the Sonthern States, and hencs to infer whethor 
it was sefo to readmit them to Congress, To obtain 
this information the Committee had recourse to the 
oxamivation of witvosses whoo position had given 
them the best means of forming an acourate judg 
mont. Tho results of this examination havo been 
horetofore published. 

Tho roport of tho Committes next proceeds to 
oxaming tbo claims of tho Sonth for readmission to 
Congress, All discussion of the qu 
tho recovered States aro out of or within the Union 
is waived, and tho report assumes es boyond dispate 
that the people of tho Rebel States had in fact with- 
drawn from the Union and mode themsclecs subjects of 
another gorernment. Tho Governmont of the United 
States had undoubtedly aright to exact indemnity 
for the injuries dono, “and security against 
thoir recurrence in the faturo; otherwise the Guyorn- 
mont would bo povwerloss for its own protection, The 
Government had equally the daty to protect thoso in 
tho South who had remained true and loyal. The 
Committee was unable to find in tho information 
obtained, any satisfactory proof that it was safe to re- 
admit any of the secciled States to their former posi- 
tion in Congress, except, perhaps, the State of Ten 
nioasee. 

With tho evidence before thom, it is the opinion of 
the Committco that tho Rebel States wore, at the 
vlose of tho war, disorganized communities; that 


Congress cannot bo expected to recognize as 
yalid tho clection of men from such com- 
monitios;and that before their admission to 


@ participation in the Government Congress must 
provido such Constitutional or other guarantees 
as will tend to secure the civil rights of all citizons of 
tho Republic a just equality of representation, pro- 
tection ogaiust claims founded in Rebellion and crime, 
and, at Jeast, a temporary restriction of the right of 
suffrage to mon of undoubted Igralty. 

The Committeo, thorefore, Monts tho conclasion 
that tho co-called Confederate States aro not at pres- 
ont, entitled to representation in the Congress of the 
United States; that before allowing snch rezpresenta- 
tion, adequate security for futuro pence aud eafety 
sbould be required; thgb this can only be found in 
sach changes of (he organic Inw os shall dotermino 
tho civil rights ond priviloges of all citizens 
in all parts of tha Republic, shall place repre- 
eentation on an cquitable basis, sball fix a stigma 
upon troason and protect the loyal people against 
futnro claima fof (he exponses incurred in support of 
robellion, and for manumitted slayes, together with 
fon oxpress graut in Congress to enforeo these pro~ 
visions. To this erd they offer a joint resolution for 
amending the Constitution, and two several bills 
designed to carry the samo into effect. The 
epecifio recommendations swhmitted to Congress 
were thé result of mutual concession, after a 
long end cerefal comparison of conflicting opiuions, 
end tho final roport haa received the gjerature of 
evory Republican member of the Committes excopt 
Messrs, Washburno and Blow, who were absont, 

The report is very able, and will occupy a con- 
spicuous place im the history of the Republican party. 
Whatover exceptions may be taken to ope or anothur 
part, tho whole will commend itself to tho friends of 
the Union asa conclusive and admirable summary of 
tho measures which tho majority of the party regard 
as indispensable fur securing tho lasting restoration of 
the Union and the triumph of the priuciples of Justice 
and Froalom.

SWINTOWS ARMY OF THE POTOIAO 
AND KEIEZ-JOHN PORTED, 

This historian of the Army of tho Potomao, in un- 
fortaking a work of this magnitude, has attempted 
quite as mach as tho boldest mau would dare to un- 
dortako, Bat, in his venture to reinstate Fitz-Jobn 
Porter in public estimation, bo has undertaken more, 
In this, bo will not only fail, but he will cast suspicion 
on hig othor conclusions; for it will stamp bis book 
with partisan and sinister purposes; and such o his- 
tory of the uchiovements of the Army of tho Poto- 
mao tho country will repudiate and condemn,

‘Mr. Swinton bas undertaken too much. ‘To bolstor 
up the repntation of the first General that commanded 
the Army of the Potomac, ond to restore Fitz-Joho 
Porter to the confidonce of tho people, will bo an up- 
hil busivess for the self-constituted historian of the 
Amny of the Potowao. Ho will find it an equally bard 
task to shake the confidence of the country in tho 
Lieutenant-Goneral who directed its operations in its 
crowning glories before Richmond aud Petorsbarg 
and ot Appomattox Court-House, But behas adroitly 
attempted these threo great tasks; and the value of 
his book will be greatly damugod by the wadertaking;

front. The solid sentiment of loyal men still is, that 
Fite-Jobn Porter's gnilt was but partially punished by 
the sentence of the Court. 

Mr. Swinton again forgets, or noglects to refer to, 
“‘unconseions testimony” produced before the Court, 
that doubtless had more weight in fixing the guilt of 
Pitz-Jobn Porter than any testimony of the witnesses 
for tho proseoution, however convincing and clear that 
may have been. But if Mr. Swinton forgets the spirit 
of Fitz-Jobn Porter's telegraphio dispatches to Burn- 
side and McClellan, from tho very tiolds of Pope's 
bardest fought battles, the country will not. Neither 
will tho conutry forget tho animus of bis words toGen, 
McDowell on the afternoon of the 20rh, when that 
Gonoral suid to bim, “Porter, you yo in horo to-night, 
aud I will go on to Groyeton;" and Fitz-John Porter 
replied, “If I go in there, I shall get into a fit.” 
‘Tho significance of these words could not be mists 
by the Court; and the country did not misinterprot 
them, In them, and in Porter's dispatches, his inten- 
tiona were better disclosed, aud the spirit that bung 
xs a pall on the 15,000 veterans ho restrained from 
launching thenselyes upon Jackson, moro nomistale 
bly illustrated, than they could bavo boon by any 
words of witnesses, They wero tho words of bis own 
month, and the real expression of a beart sonled 
against suggostions of duty, or tho inspirations of the 
sound of batue, by personal vindictiveness and trea.

THE TRIAL OF DAVIS. 

Tho procoodings in Judo Underwood's conrt have 
onded as everybudy supposed they would. ‘The appli- 
cation of Davis's counsel for an innnodiate trial is re- 
jected by direotion of the Government, aud the court 
stands adjourned till the first Tuesday in October. 
Meautimp, it is understood that Davis will bo rolensed, 
cither on bail or on parole, aud wo presume the Goy- 
ornment feels tho. pressure of public opinion eo far 
ua to recogniga the necossity of accopting the 
alternative of immedinte trinl or immediate release, A. 
Congressioval committee, it is true, is hivestigatiog the 
avidence on which President Jobneon last April 
chaxged Davis with complicity in tho assassination of 
‘Abyabam Lincoln, yet. we are bound to suppose that 
the Government bave long had full kuowledge of that 
evidence, Sbonld it appear that testimony existe 
strong enongb to justify a, trial, on that charge, the 
question must bo auswored why Davis, like the other 
couspiratora, was uot long ago tric hy military 
anthority, and either well bnnged, ar acqnitte:t of the 
obarge. If, on the other band, there is no such evi- 
dence, the point to be met is, why the proclamation 
of the Prosidont waa ever issoed, So in regard to 
the starving of prisoners, and other unmili crimes 
for which Davia is still held-toimnawer at the bar of 
public opinion, “Their truth or filsity onght to baye 
heen’ determined before now. If Dayis is innocent, 
it is gross injuatice to koop him in prison. If 
ho is. guilty, it is trifling with tho just indig- 
nation of tho people -to- postpone ~ tho trial 
which wonld provo him~ guilty, Judge Under- 
ssood hints that some action of the Goyernmont 
is likely to interveno between this and Octobe which, 
may prevent any trial at that time, Ruvit is dillie It 
to believe tbat Dav! to be released ov an indotinil 
purole cad suffered to go at largo with all the ques: 
tions ot issue in his caso left unsetiled., The Goy 
ernmont will fiud franknoss iu this matter tho best 
policy, and should avow its belief or its disbelief in 
the, pending charges. Whether or not it is desixable 
to try Davis on tho goneral’ charge of treason, is a 
muoh Juss important question.

in tho fature is sometimes taken up, and sometimes 
lays oyor. In theory, the concatevation above set 
forth must bo preserved, but in practice, as becomes 
the declarations of froomon owing aHegiance no more 
to Lindley Murray than to any other old-fashioned 
and square-toed tyrant, the ‘ Whereas" need not, and 
yory freqnontly. hasnot, the remolest connection witb 
Phorofore.”" This independence may not sole

ofa Licutenant-Gonoral, recorded on shvep-skin and 
sont to the family of the great deceased, wo feel that 
the clumsiness is likely to be historically disereditable, 
and to give futtre aptiquarians a low idea of onr civic 
functionnrics. Consider, for iustence, the ‘ Where- 
fas,” and Regolutions adopted by our Board of Aldor-) 
men on tho death of Gon. Scott. “We cito for admira- 
anid wonder ‘ Whereas” No, 2: .

It roduees the whole of that part of the whereas” 
to this: “IPhereas, Gen. Scott is doad; he was 6 grent 
qnan while living "—and so he was, although this is 
rather a blandering way of asserting the fact. Bat 
mark that he was also “tho very porsonification 
of o truly great and good man”—i. ., he was 
the very personification of a person! We say 
somotimes that aman is tho very personification of 
valor, or of trath, or of gallantry, but Gen. Scott 
wea, it seems, the very personification eithor of him- 
self or of somabody else. Getting down, however, to 
“good man," wo find the ‘ whoreas” giving out and 
ceasing todo duty. The sentenco ‘He was closoly

TIE PENIANS AND TLE GOVERNMENT. 

Tho President's Proclamation aocms to be intendod 
to modily, in one respect, tho order issued of tho 5th 
by direction of Andrew Jobnson from tho Attorary- 
General's office. Wo have pointed out the ille- 
gal extension of power pormitted by that order in its 
direction for tbo arrest of persons who “may be" guilty 
of violating tho neutrality luws. The Prositent 
now restricts that loose mandate by exhorting all 
jodges, marshals, and officers to employ all their 
‘«Jarwful " powor and authority to defent and prevent 
tho Fonian invasion of Caunda. We presume it will 
bo admitted that lawfnl power does not ineludo the 
power to arrest peaceable citizens on suspicion of an 
intout to violute the law. For this modification of 
bis previous zcul, the President will bo sure te escape 
robuke. 

But tho proclamation comes Inte. Fenian meeting: 
have been held all over the country for many month 
One powerful branch of tho orgunization openly avon 
its purpose tv attempt the’ liboration of Ireland vio 
Cannda, and to that end raised money and sot on foot 
woll-known onterprises without whisper of opposition 
from the Government It will not be strango if the 
numerous body whose proccedingsreceived in this man- 
ner the tacit. approval of the Government should now 
complain that they wera Inred on to their destruc- 
tion. ‘hoy will have some ground for assorting that 
they yore encouraged to-espuct toleration in overy 
aot not oponly hostile to the Jaw, apd they will 
criticize tho proclamation of the Sth 2s tho late 


ayowal of a purposo on the part of the 
Goyernmont (o stretch its prerogative for 
the supprossion of m movement ft had 
nursed into activity, Had the Goern- 
ment interposed when Col, Roborts collected 


bia followors in public meetings, the enterprice, must 
necessarily bave ben arrested ‘at tho outset, and 
yrould never havo groyn into atmilitary org 
nor ever h meil the householders ‘of Canada by 
aninouréinn across tho border. Tho lives of the uren who 
woro sacrifived in au attompt that assumed the indié 
ference of the President,might have been caved had the 
inask of indi¥rence boon thrown off carlior ot worn 
a lito later. Nov, it need not amaze anybody if the 
thousands of meu who, in this Fenian effort, bave 
put at bozard thoir lives and fortunes, demand to 
know the motive of what will seem to them an uae 
conntablo yacillation in policy, und an unoxpected 
uncertainty of Exocutive purpose. 

Wo are far from complaining of ony legitimate vi 
Janco against open infraction of tho neutrality laws. 
To tako care that the laws bo executed is the clear 
duty of the Executive, It is equally his duty to ab- 
stain from any cnconrugement to o violation of 
them by bis agents nud subordinates, and it ia the 
duty ofa sound public opinion to rosist eneranchinonts 
upon the Jaw not less earnostly whon they proceed from 
tho authorities obarged with the preservation of order, 
than when they spring out of tha enthnsiasin of those 
who owe a porfoct obedience to the letter of evory 
statuto. And it does seom to us that if tho Adminis- 
trution cherished the intention to execate tho neu

trality Jawa for tho benofit of Canada—ol 
which thero “tan be ‘no doubt—they wore 
as much bound to obsorve good faith toward 


the Fenians ns toward tho subjects of Great 
Britain. If Mr. Johuson intended to go beygnd tho 
lotter of tho Jaw, and assaime amoral obligation as 
binding on him for the guardianship of tho interests 
of Great Britain, he should have felt himeclf still 
more strongly obliged to proclain that purpose, and to 
confess bis sense of responsibilty in time Lo prevent 
tho consequences that haye followed npoo tho long- 
continued suppression of his policy.

GOING souTR. 

Notwithstanding tho uneettled condition of the 
country, many Northern farmors went South in the 
carly months of this'year for tho purpose of planting 
cotton. Many others, pursuaded that great induce- 
ments wore offered for the prodavtion of a cotton érep, 
would baye accompanied their noighbors, but found 
it impossible to make (he necossary arrauzs ements in 
timo for the planting seasou. Otders still would gladly 
haye gone, but were restrained for want of dofnite 
knowledgé as to localities most oongonial to Northern 
settlers, Those who went, and who used reasonable 
jndgment iv selecting and stocking plantations, send 
lus oncouraging reports. 

‘Tho indacenents to embark in the enterprise re- 
iain about the same as at the begiuning of tho year 
‘Thero is no immediate prospect of a wuterial decline 
in the price of cotton, and there is much good lend 
ready for the plow, lying uncultivated, awaiting capi- 
tal and Jabor to make it productive. The Soathern 
planters baye always beon short of capital, and, asa 
rule, lived at least ono year in advance of their in- 
ccomes. ‘The Rebellion overtook them deeply iv- 
debted to the merchauts, and tho close of tho war in- 
volved bath plantor and factor in bankruptey, from 
which they can ba released only by the introduction 
‘oLmeous from abroad. Most plantations not now 
‘andor cultivation are destitute of everything bat good 
xoil and an abundance of timbor. The reqnireruents 
to convert (hose to nse are, first of all, cupital—at 
Joust $5,000—wilh which to procure aud snpport teu 
laborors, six mules, three plows, two wngons, and 
small implemonts in sets of half a dozen each, for 
overy hundred acres of lund to be eultivated. In pos 
session of the money, the planter can procure all the 
other articles ju the Sonth, There is no scurvity-uf 
labor; entorprising morchanty have shipped to every 
Sonthern city and considerable village plantation sup- 
plies of every kind, and droves of males, from Texas 
and the West, aro offered for salo in every county and 
parish whore there is money to buy them. 

Tn the Southern States, as elsewhere, some sections 
are settled by intelligent, industrioua, and law-abiding. 
people, who would gladly welcome mon from the 
North who oon with capital and industry to cultivate 
the soil, Other portions of the country are settled by 
ignorant, solf-conceited broggarta, who affect to 
despise honest labor, and are hostile to ony and all 
who by precept or exainplo rnn counter to their own 
narrow notions, It will not be dificult to pick out 
the desirable communitios; they are found in almost 
every one of the Cotton States, and will readily be 
distinguished by an intelligent sgont who may bo 
sent out to soleat a place for the formation of a sottle- 
ment. Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
‘Toxas aro settled in all their most fertile and desirable 
tracts by a hospitable poople. In Central Alabama, 
from Montgowery to Gainesville, on the Tombigheo 
River, is one of these lovalitios where both tbe people 
and the soil would be acceptable. On Bayon Boeuf, 
in Lonisians, and, if tho overflow can be pre- 
yented, on Bayous Do Glaze and Teche, and in 
the Red River country, from Alosandria to the 
‘Texns line, the inbabitants would rejoice at the op- 


garden-like countries by tho aid of Northern capital T 
and skill 
Tho time for making tlio ncoessary negotiations and’ 
arrangements for tho ocoupation of these lauds is at 
hand, ‘The planter should bo on his plantation with 
his laboring force and implements beforo the Ist of 
December. A good crop of cotton fs almost always 
insured by early plauting, In the localities just 
named, corn moy bo planted in February, and cotton 
as early as the middle of March, ond shonld certainly 
bo in tho ground before tho middlo of April, There 
ia also much work to bo dove in tho way of ditching, 
foncing, and ropairing of buildings, ronds, aud bridg 
beforo tho plauting season begins. Trouble, expense, 
aud labor Will bo saved by en early beginning. 

‘There is, perhaps, no community in tho Southern 
States whorein tho families of Northern men will be 
speedily welcomed into society. It is, therefore, de- 
sirable to form settlements; and for this purpose 
gonts shonld be sent out immodiately with authority 
to selcot und contract for tho lease or purchaso of tho 
required number of acres for 6 settlement of half o 
ozen or moro families. ‘Thus tho new settlers will 
boablo to regulate thoir school and eburch offairs to 
their own liking, and to securo many other privileges 
that could not be attained by individual offort. Tho 
neighbors would also sorve as 6 defense to cach otbor, 
‘ud by che esample of their prospority would induce 
the old citizens to court their sooicty, 

Since Slavery bas been'abolishod, it is ngroed by all 
claszea that (ho climate of eyen the lower coanties of 
tho Gulf States is not inbospitable to white Jabor, 
and that all tho products hitherto grown in the South 
can be successfully and profitably cultivated by apy 
raco or pooplo that will industriously apply itself to 
tLe work,

OUR TARIFES. 

For some years past, Congress bas actod on tho 
principle of tinkermmg tho Tariff from time to time, 
but never radically recasting it, until eight distinet 
‘Pariffs aro now wholly or partially in operation, aud 
nono but an expert can tell how such a scction-or 
provision of ono Tarif! bas beou qualified by such a 
section or a clause of one subsequently enacted; ond 
the whole businoss of compating duties isan ingenious 
puzzle, whereby the adroit and unscrupulons profit at 
the expenso of the inexporienced and simple. And 
now we Lear with alarm that, Congross is tempted to 
tinker again, making tho ninth timo wherein duties 
have been imposed or altered until the confusion 
shall have become so utter as to drive plain men to 
despair. ‘ 

Wo need a Tariff that shall bo complete in itself, 
unking no referenos to former schedules of duties, 
but levying ond fising all tho duties henceforth to be 
collvotod. , ‘This ‘Tariff should be, so far as po: 


sible, stKorrre; charging so much por pound, 
hundred, or tun, on every article imported 
All oivilized nations, however divergent on 
othor points, are agreed im rogarding, . Ad 


Vulorom dutios as offoring promiums on perjury and 
fraud, and thus to be avoided to tho utmost, Put all 
tho imports into the sealec, and say how much per 
pound ‘ball be paid on each articlo, and honest im- 
portors will havo the fiir play which is now denied 
thom—tho constant tendency being to n concentration 
of the importing business in the handa of merchants 
the least eerupulous and least responsible. 

Tt is possiblo to wake a far simpler, shorter, 
olenrer, loss equivocal Tariff than we baye yot bad; 
and now ia tbe time to enact it, It need not take 
half tbe timo that recasting the Internal Revenue set 
reqnired of this Congress. That act will baye been 
cousiderably simplitied and clussified when onacted; 
why not the Tariff as well? Do let us bave an act 
complety in and imposing such duties 65 can 
neither bo misinterpreted nor evaded. 


EIGHE-HOUR LOGIO, 

Wo print herewith s second nrticlo from Mr. Ira 
Steward, commonding the Kight-Hour limitation. 
We must tote understood qs opposing tbat limita- 
tion bocause we cannot concur in tho views where- 
with it ig usnally commonded. A good measure may 
be supported by yory lane argument Wo do not 
believe that reducing the hours of labor to cight por 
day would accure to hired laborers, any more than te 
thoge who work in their own shops or on their own 
Yarme, 9 fuller recomponso for their labor than they 
now get; and yot wo think  redaotion of the usual 
hours of daily labor desirable and ultimately pructicn- 
blos If thore be any who iinegine that there would vot 
bo rich and’poor, thrifty and improvident, comfortable 
and needy, sober men and gots, spondthrifts and mi- 
r3, mnilliouaires and beggars, under tho Eight-Hour 
mule, wo ate not in accord with them. 


‘Ag Mr. Steward hos not soon fit to-reply to our for- 
mer observations on, this theme, wo will treat his 
yiews with like def making our own sugge:- 
tions independontly—as fullows: 

T. Wayes depend on enpucity. ‘Tho aan yho 
handles pick and spade on tho Pacific Railroad (for 
jnstauce) ears a certain amount, expressed with 
rough accuracy in bis wages; an inventor or engincer 
who should show bow to save 10,000,000 days’ work 
in building that road wouldprobably receive $1,000,- 
000 therefor: and be would have carned this es truly 
ns the picker and spader would have carued bis $1 or 
$2 por day. Capacity measures earnings, ‘The ¢ 
first cause of there boiug 30 many distressed needle- 
women is their doing such distressing neodle-work, 

IL. Let two men, with their families, settle on some 
else uninhabited island in tho fur Pacific, and let them 
bo equal in all oxternal circumstances, ‘A., being more 
energetic, thrifty, provident, will accamulaté/imple- 
ments, seeds, produots, which Buin time will neod; 
and, when he docs need them, he will offer A. n 
consideration for their sole or use; a3 thus: “I need 
seed-corn; you can spare como; I will give you five 
pocks next hurvest for a bushel now:" and it will be 
right and just for A. to soll on tho offered terms, If 
B. soes fit instead to Give moa busbol (or a 
peck) of seed-corn, and I will work a day for yoa in 
plunting,” it will bo right for A, to accept the offer if 
he scos fit. And thus A.’s first saving gives him a 
start. which will (unless their dispositions change) 
tend constantly to increase the disparity in thoir relu- 
tiye possessions. 


TIL Rude, repulsive work is often paid less than 
othor and more agreeable employments becawse it 
requires a lower order of capacity, and thero nre mauy 
who ean do this who cannot do the other; whilo there 
are few who candothe more agreeable work who 
cvnld not also do the moro repulsive if thoy cho 
‘Thus, 0 good: Watchmaker or engineer commands 
better wages than a good diteber or hoatler: not 
Decause he is richer, (for bo may not Wve,) but becans 
bia work demands a rarer faculty and a fur greater 
devotion of timo and talent to acquire a mastory of it. 

We laok faith, thorofore—atterly, absolutely—in 
Mr. Steward’s conceptions of tbe necessary or nataral 
results of a reduction of the hoors of Labor to eight 
por day. Wo hold that the laborer, if ho produces 
Jeas than now, mast receive loss for his labor—not 
nocessarily lowor money wages, but a smaller allot 
ment of the physical comforts of life, But this dons 
not prove that he will not bo benefited; for be nay 
often live more frogally, epjoying more leisaro and op- 
portunity for mental improvement, and be decidedly 
the botter for it, We wish there were a hundred 
workers for wages who would try tho exporiment. 

As to reducing fortbwith the hours of labor in Gov- 
ernment works to eight per day, wo do not sco 
‘bat it is designed to prove. If the wages be not nlao 
redaced, we quite comprehend that the workmen will 
bo gratified by the change. To give moro pay for I 
srork was nover yet objected to by the receivers of the 
pag. But tho rush and ecrnmblo for public, emplos- 
ment—already fearful—would bo greatly intensified

afforded an additional advantage over tho tax-payers 
who fecl that they bayo already the worse cud of the 
bargain. Wo do not understand that it is intended to 
show that as wuch work will bo doue in eight hourt 
aznowis inten; nor to graduato tho pay by the 
amount produced or offeoted; so we lack interost ia 
tho exporiment, 


INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION IN rrazen. 
‘Thore is to bo a National Industrial Eshibition at 
Tio do Janeiro, tho capital of the Empire of Brazil, be- 
ginning on the 19th of October, and cading on the 
2d of Decombor of the current year, It is designed 
to include samples of all the produots of Brazilian 
farms, and also specimens of all implements and ma- 
chinory, both of foreign snd domestic manufacture, 
that are nacd in the cultivation of the soil or i the 
preparations of agricultaral products for market. 
‘Amplo provision is promised for the reception ond 
exhibition of models aud for tho working of full-sized 
machines. A special apartment ia to bo designated 
for tho uso of foreiguors, who will be snpplicd grata- 
itonsly with power and matorialato work engines and 
machinery of oyery description. 

‘All articles sont to tho Executive Comumittoo of the 
Eshibition will be passod through the Custom-Eonse 
reo of duty, upon tho depositing of security that they 
shall bo redsported, or that, in cuso they aro sold, the 
duty will be paid. 

‘Tho Brazilian suthoritios aro especially anxiona that 
tho Inbor-saving machines invented and used in the 
United Statos should be represented, hoping thereby 
tostimulate thoir own mechanics {o improvo their 
mannfactures, and to induce thoir ogriculturists to 


adopt and use the most serviceable inventions.

STATE GOVERNMENTS IRREGULANLY ORGANIZED, 
So fur ag tho disposition of the pooplo of tho iasurree- 
tionary States, aud the pxobubility of adopting wensures 
conforming to the changed condition af aaira, tan bo in- 
ferred frome the papers submitted by tho President as the 
basis of ‘this action, the prospects ara fir from |encourn~ 
ing. Itappear quite olear that thy onti-Slavery amend- 
ments both to the State aud Federal Constitutions were 
idopted with reluctance by the bodies which did adopt 
them, while in somo States ‘they have cither been pussed 
by in'silonce or rejected. ‘The language of ell the provi- 
stons or ordinances of those States amount to nothing 
more thé an uo wilhog adwicsion of an unwelcome truth. 
‘As to the ordinance of sgccasion, it isin somo cases de 
Glared " null ond void," and in others simply repeated 
‘nd in no instancs'is'a refutation of this deadly heresy 
considered worthy © place in the new Constitution. 

Ii, as tho President assutnes, these insur 
States were al the closo of tho war wholly without Stato 
government, it. wonld scom that before being adinitted in 
the direction of public adiaira, such governments sbould bo 
regularly organized. Long v-age has established, and nu- 
Inerous statutes baye poipted out the mao in which this 
ghould be doue. A convertion to form o form of govern 
taent ehould be assewbled under compotent authority. 
Ordinarily, this authoritzomanates from Congress; but, 
tinder peculiar cireumetinces, your Committee is not 
Gisposedl to critivise tho Presideut’s notion in wesnming the 
power exercised by him in this regurd. ‘The conveution, 
hen assombked, should frame u coustitution of goveru- 
mont, which should be submitted to the people fur adop- 
tiov.” If adopted, a Legislature should bo conrened to pass 
tho jaws necessary to carry itinto effect, When w State 
thus. organized cluims representation in Congress, tho 
election of representatives shoulit be provided for by law, 
ja accordance with the laws of Cougross regulating ropre 
eontation, and the proof that tho action takea bas been in 
Conformity to law should be subuiltted to Congress. 

Tn no case have theso essential proliminarics been taken, 
The conventions assembled gyi to haye assnmed that 
the Coustitation, which bad been repudiated and over 
thrown, was still in oxistenco, avd operative (o constitute 
the States members of the Uuion, and to bave contented 
themselves with such amendments as they wero informed 
wero requisite in order to insure thom an imtuediute ro 
turn to participation in the Government of the United 
States, Not waiting to ascertain whethor the people thus 
represented wouldidopt even the proposed amendments, 
thoy at once ordered elections of Representatives to Cou- 
gress, in nearly all iustances boforo ad Executive had beon 
Chosen to issuo writs of olection under tho State laws, and 
such elections as wore held were ordered by tha conven 
tious. Iu one instance, at least, the writs of election wero 
signed by the Provisional Governor. | Glariog irrogulori« 
{iss and unwarrantuble assumptious of power aro manifest 
in soyeral cases, particularly in South Carolina, when the 
couvention, although Aialanded by the Provisional Gov: 
ornor on the gronnd shat JE was a revolutionary body, 
cummed to rolftriet the Stato. 

It is quite evident from ‘al those facts, and indoood from 
the whole maas of tatinony submitted ‘by the President 


to the Senate, that, instance, was regurd paid to any 
other consideration @Mn obtainiug immediate adinission 
to Congress undor tho barren fori of an election, in which 
no precautions wero taken to socury regularity of proovcd- 
ings, oF tho assent of the people. 

No Constitution has been logally adopted, exeopt, per- 
haps, by tho State of Tennessee, nnd such olections as havo 
boon'held were without authority of law. Your Com- 
mitteo oro accordingly forced to the couclusion that the 
States referred to havo not placed thomselves in condition 
to ‘claim reprecoutation in Congress, unless all tho rales 
which havo sines the foundation of the Government been 
doomed essontiul ing uch eases should be disregarded. 

It would, undoukodly ba competent, for Congress to 
ywaivo all formalities, and to admit tho Confederate States 
to represontation at once, trtsting that time and experi 
enco would set all things right. Whether it would bo ad- 
Fiablo to do so, however, must dopend on other consider- 
ations, of which it remains to treat, But it moy well bo 
obsorved that tho inducomuats to such step should bo of 
the very highest charucter. It secis not unreasonable to 
your Commlttes to require eatisfactory avidonce that the 
Ordinances and constitutional provisions which tho Prosi- 
dent deemed essential in the frst Instancy willbe perma: 
nontly adhered to by th people of the States scoking resto- 
ration, after boing admitted (full participation of We Gor 
cramont, and will not ho repadiated whoa that object shall 
have been accomplished. Abd here tho burden of proof 
rests upon tho lato insurgents, who aro socking restoration 
forthe fehis end. privileges which thoy willingly aban- 
tloned, and not upon thepooplo of the United States, who 
have nover undertaken, diegly ot indireetly, to deprive 
thow thereof, IUshould appar affirmatively ' that thoy 
aro propared and disposed in good faith to accept 
tho results of tho war, to abondon their hostility 
to the Goverment, and to lito in peacoand unity with tho 
people of the loyal Statesexteuding to all classes equal 
Fiehts and priviloges and’ cooforming to tho. republican 
idoa of liberty and equality, ‘They should exbil 
aela something moro than ‘an unwilling submission— 
fooling, if not cbeorfal, certaioly not offensive and defiaant 


and they should ovines an utter repudiation of all hostility 
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to the Goneral Government yan ‘acceptance of Bach jnst 
and reasonable cnnditions as that goveroment should think 
tho public sufsty duinands. Iles this beea dono? Let os 
lvols at the facts shown by the evidence taken by the Com- 


bas tho war closed before the people of these 

‘ wo forward and beughtily clan, 
asa right, th f parthefpacing ‘at once in that 
Government which they hal for four yeare been Ughting to 
destroy. Allowed aad cucouraged by the Exceutire to 
organize State goveramonts, they at once place in poser 
Teding Nobels, unrepentant aud unpardened, excluding 
With coatempl those who had manifested an attaeswont 
to the Union, and preferrine, in mauy instances, those 
who bud renderod themselves most obnoxious. In tho 
fico of tho law requiring an oath of office which woald 
nweessarily exclude all such from Federal offices, they 
cloct, wita yery few exceptions, a3 Senators and Iepri- 
Rentatives to Congress, mon who had actively participated 
in the Kebellion, iusnitingly denouuoing tho laws as un- 
constitutional. It fs ouly necessary to instance tho cleo- 
tiou to the Senate of the lito View-Presideat of the Cone 
felony, 4 mag who Teat bis own declared great ability 
and his influence 1s a most prominent public wan te 
tho ewigo of the Rebellion, acd wlio, npardoned Kebel 
that bo Ls, with tot oath staring bini in tue face, had the 
assutauce to lay his credentials on the tublo 6f the Senate. 

Other Robels, of xeurcely loss note or notoriety, were 
relouted from other qtirters—professing no repentance, 
glorying apparontly ip tie erie they had committed, 
Avowing still, a8 tho nncoutnidicted testimony of Mr. 
Stephens and’ others prove, nu udborcnee to the pernicious 

brine of ‘and dcelaring that they only yielded 
to uccessity. ‘Thuy insist, with mbanimous vole, upon 
thofr rights aa Stites, and proclaim that they will submit 
tw no gouditions whatever or prelimipery to thelr resump 
tion of power under that Constitution which they stl 
cli the right to repudiate. 

Examining the evidences taken by your Committee, still 
furtherin conacotion with fiets too Dotorious to bedisputed, 
itappeats that the Southern press, with fow exceplions,

Dy aay meaus in ils power, to keop alive the fire of bate 
ind discord between the Uwe sections; calling upon the 
Tresident to violate his oath of office and overcurn the 
Governtient by fores of uruis, and drive the Repreaonta- 
tives of tho peo, Io from their seuts in Congress, ‘Tho ta- 
tional banner is oj euly insulted, uot only by an ignorant 
population, but vt publi« mootings, aud onec, amouty other 
Hotublo fasiauces, at 4 dinner given in houor of a nobsrivas 
Kobel who bad violated bis wath aud abandoned his plico, 
‘Tho satne indiysduid aw elected to va faportant office in tho 
Jeudhng oily of his State, nithongh on npardoned Rebel, 
aud so offeusive that tho Pross silently allows bim to entor 
upoo bis official dues. In another State the leading Gon- 
cnil of tho Hebel acmics ix oponly nomiuated for Governor 
by tho Speaker of the Houko of Delogates, and the nomi- 
uution is ba‘lod by te peopls with shouts of satisfaction, 
uni oponly indorsed by the press. 

Looking still Jurtuer at the evidence taken by yonr 
mimitten, it ix foad to be elenrly shown by witnesses 
the bighest cbaraeter and baying tho best menus of

While thore is seareoly any bope or desire among lend- 
ing men to renew the attentptat Sceossion at any futury 
time, there is still, ace rding to a largo namber of wil- 
nesses, iueludiag A. IL. Stephens, who moy be regurded ns 
goud guthority on that point, a geuerally provailing opin- 
fon which defends tho lozal rigbt of Secession, and upholds 
tho doctrine that the first legiance of the people is dac 
tu tho States, and not toitho United States This belief 
oviden'ly prevails auong leading and prominent men 03 
woll ta among the masses, anywhere, oxcopt in some of 
the vorthorn countics of Alabama and the-eastern counties 
of Tounessee, 

‘Tho evidence of an intone hostility to the Federal Un. 
fon vnd au equally iutenso love of the late Confedera 
purtured by the wit, is decisive. While it appears that 
nearly all are willing 10 submit, at least for the ime boing, 
to Federal nutheriy, itis equally clear that the ruling 
motire is a desire to obtain tho advant ages which will be. 
derived from « representation in Congres Officers of 
the Uniou arimy on duty, aud Northern ion who go there 
toengage iu business are generully detested ond pro- 
serib-d. Men who adhered to the Union ar bitterly 
hated ond relentlessly persecuted. Iu somo localities 
proszeutions bave been instituted ju State Courts aguinst 
Union oiticers for acts doue in the line of official duty, 
gud aunilar proscoutions ary threatened elsewhere us 000 
as tho United States troops are reo. d. All such demon- 
stritions show a state of feeling ngaiust whieh it is unmis- 
tukably uecessary to guard. 

‘The testiniouy 18 conclusive that after tho collapse of 
tho Confedoraey the fecling of the people of the rebellious 
States was that of abject submission, Having appealed to 
tho tribunal of arms, they hud no hope execpt that, by the 
mnagnunimity of their conquerors, their lives and pos-ibly 
their property might be proseryed. Unfortunately, the 
goneral issue of pardons to persons who bad Leen promi- 
out iu the Rebellion, and the feeling of kindlincas and 
conciliation manitested by the Executive and Vory genet. 
ully indicated through tho. Northern prees, bad the etfect 
to render whole communities forgetful of the cringe thoy 
had committed, defiant toward tie Federal Government, 
and regardless of their dutiosas citizens. Thoconciliatory 
measures of the Government do not seem to have been 
mot oven half way. The bitternoss and defiance exhibited 
toward the United States, under such circumstances, is 
without a parallel in the history of the world. In returo 
for our lonionoy we receive only an insulting denial of our 
authority, In ‘return for our kind desiro, for the resumnp- 
tion of fiaternal relations, wo recelye only on insolent as- 
antnption of rights and’ privileges long since forfeited. 
‘The crime we have punished is pamded aso virtue, and 
tho principles of Republican Goyeramont which we have 
vindicated at go terrible o cost, are denounced as unjust 
and oppressive. 

If wo ada to this evidence the fact thet, although peace 
has bean declared by the President, he has not, to this 
day, deowmed it safe to restoro the writ of habeas corpus, to 
relievo tho iusurreetiovary States of martial law, nor to 
withdraw the troopsfrom many localities, and that the 
Cominanding Genoral deems ad increaso of the army in- 
dispensuble to the preservation of order and the protection 
of loyal and vell-disposed people in the South, the proof 
of a conviction of feeling hostile to the Union and danger- 
ousto the Government throughout the insurrectionnry 
Stutes, would scem to be overwhelming. 

With such evidence before them, it is the opinion of 
your Committe 

J. ‘That the States lately in Rebcllion wer, at the close 
of the war, disorganized communities, without civil gov- 
ernmont, and without constitations or other forms by vir- 
tuo of which political relations could legauly exist botween 
thom and the Federal Government, 

II. That Congress cannot be expected to recognize as 
yalid the olection of men from disorganized communities, 
which, from the very nature of the case, were unuble to 

resout their claim to ropresentation under those estub- 
ished and recognized rules, the vbservauce of which bas 
‘been hitherto required. 


JIL. That Congress would not bo justified in admittio, 
such communities to o participation in the Government 
the country without first providing such constitutional or 
other guaranteos as will tend to secure the eiyil rights of 
all citizens of the rupublic, a just equality of representa 
tion, protection against cltims founied in rebellion and 
crinte, and, at least, @ temporary restriotion of tho right of 
Buffrago to those who have not actively participated in the 
effort to dostroy the Union, and the exclusion from poai- 
tions of pablie trust of at least a portion of thos whose 
crimes baye proved them enemics of the Union and wa- 
worthy of public confidence.

Othors charged with that horrible deed baye been 
arraigned, tried, some of thom long ago acquitted and 
aot at liberty; others executed and buried; others 
are now serving out thdir terms os convict-prisoners. 
Why ic this one alone still awaiting trial—not even 
indicted? Is tho charge of assassination abandoned? 
Then it should bo retracted as publicly as it was mado. 
Init persisted int Thea why is he not triod on it. 
Can yon imagine any oroditablo reason for leaving 
{bis matter os it is? a 

Tthas heen assorted tbat Davis is responsible for 
tho death by exposure and famine of onr enptured 
soldiers; aud his official position gives plausibility to 
tue charge. Yet whilo Henry Wirz—a miserable 
wrotch—a mere tool of tools—was long ago ar- 
raigned, tried,conyicted,sentenced, and hangod for this 
orimo—no charge has been officially preferred against 
Davis. So we presume none is to be. 

For eight or ten months, he was not allowed to seo 
his wife or avy member of his family, nor to commu- 
nioate with counsol save by opan Ietters sett through 
tho War Department.

Now if there be any reason for not trying the caso 
la Virginia, itis perfectly trinblo in Tennessee. ‘There 
igounple evidence that Jofl. Davis was at Murfreesboro" 
in 1862, wielding and impolling the Rebel army of 
Tennossco. Judge Trigg of that district is thoroughly 
loyal; he holds Court at Knoxville, among a poo- 
plo og overwhelmingly Joyal’ as Vermont. Why has 
not an indictment boen found and tried in his Court? 
Who can say? 

It hos a very bad look when a man officially 
charged with the vilest crime known to mon is not 
even indicted therefor, but kept in close jail ovor a 
year without knowing on what charge; and, when at 
fongth an indictment is found against him for some- 
thing totally different, he ca nly get tried on that, but 
ia still hold in closo jail without being allowed a 
chance to face his acousors. Weshonld not like this 
sort of treatment; and we mean to insist on fair play 
for frionds and enemies alike. e 

Mind, hero is no question of mery or lenity, sino 
nong has yot been solicited. A prisoner accused of 
hoinons orimes osks to ho tried; and his trial is shuf- 
fled off, while he is kept in close joil a good way on 
his second year. Meantime, the belief gains ground 
tbat the whole business is @ sham—that there is no 
intontion of trying him—that ho is only beld till o 
favorable time shall have come for letting him go— 
and, when his counsel offer bail, they are told that he 
is not acriminal, but o prisoner of war! And, in the 
Sonth, it is currently proclaimed that the Government 
dare not try him for treason lest it bo proved on trial 
that ho was right ond tho Unionists wrong in our late 
struggle! 

Tho Government of tho United States cannot afford 
to bo thns cowering and flecing before an alloged 
eriminal, It must come to the light. It must de- 
clare ou what charge he is held, for what orime ho is 
to be tried, and when; why these hesitations, and 
why his counsel have to bo coaxing and bogging for a 
trial. If ho is to be tricd at all, ho cannot be tried 
too soon. 

One year ago, Davis was the fallen ohiof of an 
“atterly prostrate Rebollion. He was unpopular at the 
Gonth ond detested at the North. It is very different 
now. He bas fully regained all the popularity ho 
ever had, Every ex-Robel regards Davis as suffering 
for him, and he wins sympathy outside of theié circle. 
Anothor year of Fortress Monroe might make him 
popular at the North. -

MISOMIEP-MAKING IN RICHMOND. 

To say that words aro things is only to repeat 
a rather etalo saw. Every reflcoting man will com- 
‘prehend what n hinderance to gonuine aud honest re- 


construction is the lingo of n reluctant aud more than 
half simulsted loyalty. Wo haye more of this in 
outhern mouths and nowapapers because there aro 
Northern mon, in Congress and out of it, who sot the 
gore-gouled malcontents of tho late ‘Confederacy ” 
a pornicious oxample by insisting upon the separate 
and indisputable individuality of the States lately in 
insurrection, who will not yicld to the idea of porfeot 
political unity only because that idea has been par- 
ticularly assorted and held up by the Union party. 
Opposition has betrayed too many into a habit of 
representing tho Confederacy aforosaid as _an 
indapendent power. Now, such au admission as this, 
coming from any conaidorable portion of the Northern 
peoplo, is just the inok which entitles ex-Rtebels to 
domand a yard or tro; and thoy are not in the least 
modest about it, All thoy want is to keep tho idea of 
{he individuality of the late Slove States, aud thoy 
jiaya pride, passion, and prejudice to work npon in tho 
dubious future. For instance, hore is a Virginian 
gentloman who has been allowed personally to cheer 
the aoclusion of Jefzreon Davis, Being a gallant 
man, the visitor, writing to ‘The Richmond Examiner, 
most altitudinously compliments Mre. Jefferson Dav 
“Fler conversation," ho informs us, ‘is the same that 
so often charmed visitors when sho, the wite of the 
Prosidont of A BRAVE NATION, struggling for their 
liberties, disponscd tho courtesies and hospitalities 
of tho Prasidential mausion.” Now, wo have 
nothing to asy of Mrs, Da} manners. We 
will tako it for granted that they are those 
of a well-bred woman; nor do we thivk the 
worse of bor for clinging affectionately to her 
misguided’ husband in his downfall ond peril. 
yhon you come to ‘a brave nation, struggling 
their libortics," we insist upon filing a special demnr- 
rer. We totally deny that such words are in the least 
approprinte, Wo admit the bravery, for the sako, at 
Joast, of oar own ‘military reputation; butwe deny tho 
‘pation " and tho‘ struggling for thoir liberties " in 
toto. Wo have a respect for words; and it hurts our 
feelings to soo them perverted and abused. The 
“ Confedoracy " never was a “nation; never had 8 
breath of national existence; never was recognized by 
the powors‘of the cnrth as ‘a nation;” never got the 
least standing in tho family, never had a Minister, 
nor so much as a Vice-Consul, recvived at any cour 
nevér mado the shadow of a treaty; never nocom- 
plished moro than tho assertion by itsolf of its 
nationality, to which all the rest of mankind 
responded: “'No—by no manner of means," turning 
tho cold shoulder diplomatically, and keeping up the 
theory of a friendly undorstanding with tho authorities 
at Washington, Tho Confederacy was no more a 
nation than a vagrant is ahonscholder, or a pauper the 
equal in wenlth with Mr. Astor, It isone thing to 
straggle for nationality—it is anothor to attain it; and 
tho Sonth never did attain it, nor the semblance of it, 
nor had the least chance-of it, for they morely played 
at nationality in Richmond, and found it rather hard 
to maintain even the complement of adeceut Cabi- 
not, althongh there wos nothing to do except in 
their extemporizod War Deportmont. Does any- 
body ask why we object to this little game of as- 
sumption, fecble as it is, and harmnless?__We answer, 
simply because it is not harmless. It is quite im- 
portant to get certain theories Kicked out of this 
world, never to return to vex tho peace and endanger 
tho life of the real ‘‘nation.” If tho Slave States 
hayo been “national” once, why not ‘ national” 
again? If they ever had the franchise, itis a fair argu- 
mont that they have been deprived of it by force, and 
aro at liberty by force to regain it. To admit this is 
not only to write ourselyes down tyrants and usurp- 
ers but theorotically to give up-what we have beon 
fighting for. Admit the ‘Confederate nationality,” 
and there is no reason, morally, why we should not 
have another Rebellion to-morrow.

Do-we object to allowing disappointed men the 
liberty of theirtongues?

MOMES OF ASYLUNMS? 

Our Washington correspondent, in a recent dis- 
patch, called attontion, to tho largo numbor of or- 
phan asslum3 that are epringing upsimultancously 
in every pact of tho country. Vast as huyo 
boen tho, contributions of our people to humane 
sooisties and for obaritable purposes during the 
war, thero is nowhore any sign that they decom 
their duty done ns long nS motherless child whom 
the Rebellion mado an orphan,or a soldior whom trea- 
son digablod, is unproyided with a shelter or a home. 
Yet thero are nowhero indications that the recent 4 
coveries of social science havo been adopted in carry- 
ing out tho kindly purposes of the people, Tuke 
the National orphans, for oxample, or the dis- 
abled soldiors. What is dono for them? Stately 
buildings aro oreoted, named sometimes Asylums and 
sometimes Homos—hotels in disguiso or seonlar 
monastories—and into theso institutions it is proposed 
to gathor the orippled aud tho infwut wards of the 
nation. 

Bat those institutions aro casentially artificial; 
thoy aro failures in advance, beoattso they aro out of 
harmony, not with tho National sontimout only, but 
ith the method of natare as well, Let us first con- 
aidor the caso of the orphan. What is it that an or- 
phan needs? Paronts and a home, Not shelter 
morely, mark you, not oducation only, not caroful 
nurses simply, but, first of all, parents and a home, 
Now, tho groat orphan asylums of Europe and Amori- 
ca neyor have beon and never can be Hours. They 
fro boarding-housos only—baby Lotels: with good 
superintondents, it may bo, and faithful teachers, and 
pious matrons; but niothorless, fatherloss, aud alia 
chilly; governed not by ‘maternal love and ic- 
stinct, but by printed rules and regulations; pre- 
sided over, not by maternal wisdom and forethough 
Dut by tho commorcial pradenee of a Board of Man- 
agors. 

We do not doubt—vory far from it—tbat excellent 
and gonlons porsons who really love the children are 
oftou'to be found in orphan asylums; but we do 
know that the same spirit of craft and fawning, which 
flonts mon into Congress and office, docs not 
loave our charities undisturbed by its intrignes. 
In tho best circumstances, it is self-evident that 
it is morally and physioully impossible for each and 
overy child, in a great institution, to receive that 
special and tender care which the individual membors 
of our own honssholds seldom fail to haye shown to 
thom, and which is os necessary, for the hoalthful 
growth of a young soul as food is essential to its 
Dodily development, We know one oxcellent charity 
—excellont ia its way, although infinitely inferior to 
the humblest home of loye—where it is. matter of 


boasting that the children do not know each others’ 


names. Ask a boy thy namo of a somzdo, it is 6 
and bo will answer “Two-four,"" ox '* Two-for 
anything inside that, a3 the case may be—nieaning 
thereby that the number of the youngstor's bed is 
204 or 240, ot whatever else. Just imagino, dear 
madam, that your promising eldest son had to be ad- 
dressed as ‘No. 1,” and yonr sweet baby as ‘No. 1 
or whatever more or less; would such a salutation 
bo moro homelike, and tond to mako tho boy more 
hoppy, than fmwihar nursery words? This world’s work 
is not wholly confined to the mauagemont of hotols; 
and all children trained up m_ orphan asylums show 
an astonishing iguorance of the simplest houschold 
duties whon they emerge from them. They must bave 
of thir own, by-nnd-bye; aod to handle them 
is necessary that they should be drilled in 
these taotics. People around Edinburgh prefor 
to take the neglected children of the poorost cotters 
rather than the carefully trained wards of the famous 
Horriott Hospital: beoanse the home-child, howover 
ignorant of letters, Knows tho names and uses and 
Low to use a hundred domestic utensils; whereas the 
hospital-child, reared where everything from pray- 
ing to wasbing dishes is done by machinery, is in a con~ 
dition of domestic ignorance. 

11 we conse to care for the or- 
phans? Orphan asylums must exist, 
but they should be temporary dwelling places, 
where the children should be tenderly cared for and 
tanght until trae homes can be procured for then. 
But where? We donot mean that orphans should 
be bound out as domestic or shop drudges; we be- 
lieve that they should be adopted into families with-

out children as heirs, or into other families with eqnal | 


right. An eminent Boston clergyman asser{s that 
it hos beon fonnd, by the workings avd the rocords of 
the Tomporary Home for Destitute Children in that 
city, that thero are as mauy mstricd persons without 
children who aro ready to adopt orphans ae there are 
children’ without parents who can be found for adop- 
tion. Children taken from the gutter aud the jail 
and the haunts of vice by one noble woman have been 
adopted into the best fomilies—best in the true sense 
—in tho Now-England States, and have been trans- 
formed into the brightest jowels of their society. 
‘And at what cost? About $5 each! Other oxcollent 
charities in the same city do similar work at ten 
times the cost; but whatever tho price paid for giving 
homes to orphan children, it is cheaper and better than 
Drivging them up in juvenile nuunerie’ and young 
folks’ Protestant monasteries. Itisthe method of nature 
—a single house for one family; a father and mother 
inevery home; and tenement houses, which conflict 
with tho first instinct, aro justly obnoxious; and 
orphan asylums are hardly less 0—t0 their reards, 
Tho have been tolerated, thus long becanso no bet- 
ter mothod has been suggested. We owe it to the 
Nation's orphan wards to opply, for thoir benefits, 
the most recent discoveries of social science.
